A Prize Fight Near Felice head- 
Quarters. 
New York, March 6. 

The most desperate prize fight this 
city ever witnessed took place in the 
basement of Matt Grace’s Bowery 
sporting house. The principals were 
George Full James, light weight 
champion, and Patrick Gallagher, a 
noted pugilist of Philadeiphia. The 
men wore light gioves, that were apol- 
ogies for gloves, to evade the law. The 
battle was for $500 and the light weight 
champ‘o.iship, Fourteen rounds were 
fought in 24 minutes, and the cham- 
pionship and money were awarded to 
James, as at the end of the l4th round 
Gallagher failed to come to time. 
Both men were terribly punished. In 
the middle of the fight the cry of police 
was raised, but it proved a false alarm 
and the men returned to the ring and 
finished the mill. Steve Taylor sec- 
onded James and “Fiddler Neary“ 
handled Gallagher. Over 5,000 per- 
sons were present. Philadel- 
phia sent a strong delegation and this 
city was very largely represented. 
The fight was within a stone’s throw 
of police headquarters, but there were 
no arrests, 

The World thus describes the last 
round of the fight: Full James was 
the stronger of the two, and as oppor- 
tunity offered he took advantage of it 
to throw Gallagher over his head, 
completely winding him up.“ The 
round lasted a minute. When the 
men retired to their corners a man in 
the crowd cried out police!“ A 
scramble for the door followed. It 
proved to bea false alarm, however, 
and when quiet was restored it was 
found that Gallagher had taken his 
departure. James, who had not left 
the ring, claimed the fight, which the 
referee awarded him. 


Much Ade Over a Dead Chinaman. 
PHILADELPHIA, March 7. 

Ah Yu, a pagan, was buried to-day 
from a Christian temple. Several 
days ago he was set upon by three 
roughs and died of his injuries. The 
Chinese Mission interested itself and 
funeral services were held to-day in 
the Episcopal Church. There was a 
large gathering of Chinese and white 
ladies. At half past 4 everything was 
ready. Five Chinamen bore the body 
into the room. They placed the coffin 
on the stands prepared for it and then 
took their seats with other Chinese 
mourners. Their grief was touching 
and few ladies present could look upon 
them with dry eyes. The coffin was 
of black walnut; a cross bearing the 
name of Chang Ah Yu was placed 
upon it. There was also a harp sur- 
rounded by shamrocks. The body 
was neatly attired in a long brown 
blouse. Ah Yu's hands were clasped 
over his breast and held a little branch 
of immortelles. The hideous wound 
was not visible. Ah Yu's queue was 
coiled about it in such a manner as to 
cover all traces of the violence, The 
face was greatly emaciated. It told of 
intense suffering, aud the Chinamen 
present could not look toward it with- 
out a fresh outburst of grief. Dr. 
Tyler spoke in English first and after- 
wards addressed some words of con- 
solation to the Chinamen in their own 
tongue. 


Condemned Murderers in the 
Shadow of the Scaffold. 
NEW YorK, March 7. 
Michael McGloin, the youth who is 
to be hanged Friday in the Tombs 
Prison yard, seems contented and 
passes much of his time in walking up 
and down “ Murderers’ Row” convers- 
ing with Pasqualate Majone, who will 
die with him on the same scaffold. 
McGloin’s aunt and younger brother 
went tothe prison early and sat by his 
cell door the greater part of the day. 
In the afternoon a very pretty girl of 
18, who was to have been his wife, 
called to see him. She wept bitterly 
as she went into his cell. She came 
out in about ten minutes, and when 
the coademned man looked into his 
room he was agreeably surprised to 
find his little altar and bed-room 
neatly arranged and dusted. Majone 
does not seem to need much comfort, 
always laughing. He said, when Fri- 
day was mentioned: “Me no cara; 
me gota no friend. Mego uppa scaf- 
fold. Then Majona no mora.” Mo- 
Gloin still has some hope. His 
counsel left for Albany to-day. 


Don Cameron on the Down Grade. 
WASHINGTON, March 7. 
Senator Den Cameron started to- 
day for Charleston, S. C., accompan- 
ied by Surgeon General Wales and 
Senator Butler. Cameron has been in 
poor health for several months, suf- 
fering from fistula. Wales stated that 
there is very little hope of his recov- 
ery. Doctors have been baffled in 
checking the disease, as Cameron, 
during paroxysms of pain, will drink 
champagne to deaden it, which aggra- 
vates the disease. His friends don’t 
expect he will ever be able to resume 
his duties in the Senate.

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THE ABSORBING TOPIC OF CONVERSATION 


An Interesting Meeting of the Board 
of Oommissioners. 


W. E. F. DEAL TO THE RESCUE 


Justice Gives His Views of the Pro- 
ceedings in the Matter. 


CARSON, March 6, 
Editor Gazette:—The exciting 
topic of the houristhe attempt on 
the part of the Board of Commis- 
sioners for the Insane to deprive Dr. 
Dawson of the superintendency of 
the asylum without atrial, For some 
days it has been generally un- 
derstood that a movement was on 
foot to capture the coveted position, 
and ‘that a storming party, led by 
Doctors Bishop and Bergstein and 
supported by Governors Adams 
and Laughton, would move upon 
the lines to-day. It is an open se- 
“ret that Adams some weeks since, 
forgetful of his office and its high 
responsibilities, had ‘sworn ven- 
geance against a political and per- 
sonal friend of the present superin- 
tendent and breathed threatenings 
of dire and fearful portent; also, 
that Laughton, in his life-struggle 
for the emoluments of the librarian- 
ship, had so compromised his high 
office in intrigue withj Bishop, that 
his vote and influence Could be de- 
pended upon by the malcontents, 
It was not supposed, however, that 


Controller Hallock would be so far 
forgetful of his duty te himself 
and the people, as to lend himself 
to the schemes of the plotters, 
Let the following unvarnished 
tale be read and reflected upon by 
all good citizens: At the afternoon 
session of the Board, by request of 
Mr. Deal (and against the mild 
protest of Governor Adams) cer 
tain so-called charges against the 
0 of the Asylum were 
read. 

First. It appeared that D. W. 
Bowen, whose inspired pen splut- 
ters at the County Hospital of 
Washoe county, was cognizant of 
the fact that in July last one Win- 
frey, a brother of J. P. Winfrey 
reuched the hospital in a very bad 
condition, having, as brother Bow- 
en alleges, been discharged from 
the insane asylum. [Just where 
the pertinency of this charge comes 
in your correspondent is unable to 
— 

Second. That one young Mason, 
a patient in the asylum, at so: ie 
time in February, made his appear- 
ance, unattended, at Chamberlain’s 
hotel, in Reno, and there receiveda 
drink. It is stated that Mason isa 
bad man and has killed his man“ 
heretofere, but by way of precau- 
tion, and that the party giving the 
drink did not know who he was. 
This monstrous accusation is signed 
by John Caughlin and W. K. 
Chamberlain. 

Third. That Dr. Dawson has 
been Known to play cards for 
drinks and cigars at Chase & Thyes’ 
saloon. ‘This great impeachment 
is signed by H. M. Fulmer and is 
supported by the name of John 
Bowman, 

Fourth. That Asa Dawson, a 
brother of the Superintendent, has 
been seen at late hours of the night 
in Reno, and once under the influ- 
ence of liquor. This frightful blow 
against the Doctor is ‘‘boosted’’ by 
G. M. Humphreys. 

Fifth. There is (or was) a fifth 
charge, but for the life of me I can- 
not recollect it. I am not to blame, 
for the Board refused te allow 
copies to be taken. The last charge 
was in keeping with the others 
however. After all the effort and 
the struggle, the nauseous under- 
mining and backbiting, the con- 
temptible lying and defaming, tbe 
result was nothing; The mountain 
had labored and brought forth a 
mouse. When the charges (?) were 
read, the several members of the 
Board glanced piteously from one 
to another, and with blanched faces 
waited -helplessly.
